Lerd Salisbury Is a Great Diplomat, but 
mot a Success as a Leader. 


The British Prime Minister is a tall, 
burly man, with a heavily bearded face, 
and a bent figure. He is in his sixty- 
eighth yrar and looks even elder. He 
walks slowly, with shoulders drawn up 
and feet dragging. He has the care- 
worn face of a statesman overweight- 
ed with labors and anxieties. He sel- 
dom smiles, and while not without a 
stately, ceremonious manner, is ordin- 
arily silent, self-absorbed and almost 
morose. 

When the Marquis of Salisbury 
speaks in the House of Lords he is heard 
with difficulty, for he does not raise 
his voice above the conversational tone 
and disdains energy of manner. ID a 
banqueting-hall or when addressing a 
great audience, he sends out & resonant 
cise which is full and distinct, while 

it grates upon the ear His broad 
shou.ders sway from side to side, his 
| gestures are ungainly and he lacks all 
the graces of oraiory except c.earness.- 
; but he never fails to impress his audi- 
ence With a sense of his power aS an 
| origina! thinker and an actor in great 

affairs of state. 

When he was a young man he had 
no expectation of succeeding to an his- 
toric title and a rich estate. He eked 
out an inadequate income with his pen 
and was one of the most caustic writers 

lof the Quarterly Review. This literary 
lexperience sharpened his tongue and 
during his early years in Parliament 
made him unduly offensive and con- 
temptuous as a speaker. In the ma- 
turity of his powers the bitterness has 
disappeared and the literary finish of 
| the style remains. His longest 8; eeches 
are delivered with notes an‘ every sen- 
tence is well-phrased. Sa 
| Lord Salisbury likes to work in sil- 
-ence and out of sight. So long as he 
tis allowed to order the foreign affairs 
}of the nation without hindrance, he is 
content to have his cabinet associates 
;}manage everything else. His will is 
| law in diplomacy, but otherwise he is @ 
flexible party leader, willing to take 
advice and not bent upen having his 
own way. It is indeed difficult for him 
to interest himself in the ordinary de- 
tails of domestic legislation and party 
questions. He closes his eyes and is 
listless when he discusses these mat- 
ters in a public address, It is only 
when foreign affairs are under debate 
that he is wide-awake, alert and at his 
best. ; 

Perhaps he would be a greater prime 
minister if he were less of a diplomat- 
ist. His taste for blue books and hair- 
splitting argument stands in the way

of his success as a man of action. A 
prime minister who was not foreign sec- 
retary might have settled the Cretan 


question without a war fatal to the 
prestige of the Greeks. Lord Salisbury. 
poweriul as he is in Engiish politics 
and without a riva! in European diplo- 
macy, lacks the prestige of successfu! 
leadership at home or abroad.

ie Met Bough Weather — scawoerthiness of 
the Vessel Proved— Detailed Description 
of Mer Dimensiuns, Armament ut.e & ro- 
pulsion—A Fine Ship. 


The British battleship Renown, the 
finest ship of war that ever crossed the 
Atlantic, arrived at Halifax, N.S., the 
other morning from Portsmouth. She 
bears the flag of Vice Admiral sir John 
Fisher, the new commander of the Bri- 
tish fleet in North American waters. 
The new commander was received with 
Salutes from the war ships in port and 
the citadel. The cruiser Crescent, which 
is succeeded by the Renown as flag 
ship of the station, will return to 
England at once. 

The Renown had a very tempestuous 
passage across the Atlantic, encoun- 
tering strong head gales that not only 
prevented her from making any speed 
but threw mountains of sea over her 
for hours at a time. Large numbers 
of the crew, many of whom are young 
seamen were sick nearly all the way

STRENGTHENING OUR SQUADRON. 

The arrival of the Renown is a fur-

An idea of the force that the Re- 
i¥yn'’s guns will have when in action

sounds of metal. Each of the six 
nch quick-firing guns wil! fire at the 
east five rounds per minute, an aggre- 
gate for each gun of 500-pounds, or a 
zrand total per minute for the ten six- 
‘nch guns of 5,000 pounds of metal. 
rach of the eight twelve-pounder 
quick-firing guns will fire ten shots a 
iunute, making a grand total for the 
twelve-pounders of 960 pounds. ‘The 
twelve three-pounders, at ten shots a 
minute for each gun will total up 360 
pounds of metal. 

It will be seen by the above that the 
Renown, firing both broadsides simul- 
taneously, will discharge 8,320 pounds 
of projectiles in one minute. This will 
not include the eight Maxim machine 
guns which will be mounted in her 
firing tops. 

The masts of the Renown aione form 
% most formidable part of the vessel's 
fighting equipment.. There are two 
masts. On the foremast are two circu- 
far platforms, technically termed fight- 
ing tops. On the lower fighting top 
are mounted three three-pounder 
Hotchkiss quick-firing guns, while two 
guns of the same type are mounted on 
the upper top.

The Renown is the largest sheathed 
battleship ever built, and is intended

The Renown has double bottoms, 
which extend for more thau half her 
length in the central part, the outside 
plating varying in thickness, the thick- | 
er plates being nearest the keel, and 
the plating being doubled in certain 
places to insure strength of structure 
and for other purposes. A thick deck, 
arch-shaped section transversely in- 
closes the engines, boilers and other 
vital parts, and traverses the ship as | 
far as the double bottoms. 

At the termination of the middie deck 
at either end, are curved steel armor- 
plated bulkheads, the convex parts in 
ance case being toward the extremities 
of the ship. ‘These bulkheads rest on 
the lower deck, and extend to the same 
ing rifle guns, where casements form- 
ing with 1t acomp.ete belt and inclos- 
ing the citadel, in the foremost and af- 
termest parts of which strongly armor- 
ed redoubts are constructed.

THE BATTLESHIP’S REDOUBTsS. 

The two redoubts are plated with | 
armor of ten incbes thick, as is also the | 
coming tower. The armor plates on |} 
the velts and surrounding the redcubts | 
are fitted against teakwood backing | 
and bolted through that and two thick- 
nesses of haif inch plates secured to 
the plates behind. 

‘The bottom of the ship has _ been 
sheathed with teakwood four inches 
thick, which will be covered to prevent 
it fouling during long immersion. 

For her displacement, which is 12,350 
tons, the Renown has ap exceptionally 
powerful armament. These are: 

Four ten-inch 29-ton breech-loading 
rifle guns mounted in pairs in barivettes, 
one forward and one aft; these guns 
are worked from a new type of high 
angie fire mounting, enabling the guns 
to be trained on any object from 30 de 
grees abaft the starboard beam around 
the bow, to 30 degrees abaft the port 
beam. The whole four heavy guns can 
be fired simultaneously at an elevaticn 
of 35 degrees. 

Besides her heavy guns, the Renown 
carries ten six-inch 100-pound quick- 
firing guns, four in casements on the 
upper deck and six in casements on the 
main deck, the latter being on a level 
with the upper edge of the armor belt- 
ing. the upper deck being next above 
it. The four six-inch guns on the up- 
er deck so placed that two can be 
fred straight abead and two straight 
astern.

Remarkable Surgical Metheds Practised by 
the Native Indians ef Brastl. 


Geience has made vast strides during 
the last half of the century, and in no 
branch of knowledge is this progress 
more marked than in that of surgery. 
Many an operation is now performed 
with facility and safety which was not 
dreamed of fifty years ago, and many 
an operation which we now consider 
trivial and beneath remark was then 
considered as next to impossible to per- 
form. The introduction of anaesthetics 
and the researches of Lord Lister in an- 
iseptic surgery account largely for 
this state of affairs. Indeed, before the 
introduction of antiseptic methods in 
the operating theatre as many lives 
were lost from those bugbears of all 
surgeons, pyemia and septicemia, as re- 
sulted from the operations themselves. 

The method, therefore, of securing a 
wound which is still prevalent among 
the Brazilian Indians can be looked 
upon as at least strictly antiseptic. 

The materials requirea for perform- 
ing the operation are found handy al- 
most anywhere in the Brazilian forest. 
These are a species of a very large ant, 
which bas mandibles which can bite 
through almost any substance. The 
mouth is furnished with transversely 
movable jaws and does not possess a 
sting. A bite from ome of these ants 


is perfectly harmless, and is followed 
by no swelling or other evil results. 


LIKE A PAIR OF FORCEPS. 


‘The lower lip of the ant, instead of 
being a simjpie cover to the mouth, is 
developed into a strange jointed or- 
gau, which can te shot out much fur- 
ther than the upper lip, er, when at 
rest, can be folded flat over the face 
and can be rapidiy protruded or with- 
drawn. It is furnished at its extrem- 
ity with a pair of forceps, and is able 
to grasp objects with the strength and 
firmness of a small pair of pincers. 
Nothing unless cased in metal, cap Fre- 
sist those iaws. 

What the Brazilian Indian does when 
be or one of his patients receives a 
gash is this: He catches some of these 
ants, and, holding them to the wound, 
which he has previously closed together 
lets them bite. er fix their man- 
dibles on each side of the wound, and 
then he pinches off the rest of the 
body, leaving the mandibles and jaws 
to close up the wound. A row of these 
ants’ heads keep a wound together 
quite as effectively as the needle and 
thread of a surgeen, but the pain giv- 
en to the victim of this rude atyle of 
surgery must be considerable 

Rude as this metho? may seem, how- 
ever, it has its advantages in bei 
strictly antiseptic and causing no evi 
after effects. © jaws of the ant are 
extracted with a pair of ferceps after 
the wound bas satisfactorily healed.

If but 
two thoumand seven hundred men are 
employed, and there are five thousand 
or more seeking work, what must be 
the result? Wages must go down. [ 
am told that mush grub has gone over 
the divide, yet from what I know [ 
would wager my last dollar that not 
to exceed live humdred tons of supplies 
over and above what the carriers ate 
widl reach the diggings.

Thursday next, Nov. 25th, has been 
aet apart by proclamation of the Feder- 
al Government as a day for general 
Thankegiving throughout the Dominion 
—a day on which the nation can pub- 
licly express ita gratitude to God for 
the manifold blessings and prosperity 
vouchsafed to it during the year. 

There is no one more despised by a 
God fearing people than a man that is 
void of gratitude, and no one likes to 
be accused of ingratitude. Yet few 
are altogether free trom this fault, to 
ward the Giver of all good, at least. 
We very often accept God’s blessings 
in a mere matter-ef fact way and never 
think of returning thanks ; in fact we 
often do not acknowledge that they 
are God's gifts, but take the credit to 
ourselves, or attribute our prosperity 
to what is sometimes called good luck.

Farmers of Gainesboro met and rassed 
the following resolution :— 


Resolvod, Teat the farmers of Gains- 
boro in meeting assembled, protest 
most vigorously against the elevator 
privileges, believing that we do not re- 
ceive the commercial value of our wheat 
through being compelled to sell to 
street buyers, whether combine or 
otherwise. 

We believe in the absence of the 
elevator restrictions we would be en- 
abled to realize a mach better price for 
our wheat, and we desire to record our 
protest and to request the Board of 
Trade to look into the matter with the 
©. P. R. Co, and endeavor to have the 
elevator privileges abrogated at once. 

That resolution was to the point,and 
another was adopted by the same meet- 
ing that was even moce 80 : 

Resolved, That we build a farmer’s 
elevator. 

a. Shares $50 each. 

b. No farmer to have more than one 
share. 

c. That a cast iron clause be inserted 
in the agreement compelling every 
farmer holding a share to deliver the 
whole of his wheat into said elevator 
for two years. 

A committee was selected to carry 
the second resolution into effect. 

lt takes a combine to meet a com- 
bine. 1f at central points throughout 
the wheat country, farmer’s elevators 
were in successful operation, the buyers’ 
combine would not bea thing to be 
feared. —Regina Leader. 


A BOON OR A BANE. 


Under the title of ‘‘ Is It a Boon or 
a Bane?” the Canada Presbyterian 
has the following article: ‘“ The De. 
partmental Store is one of the great 
commercial innovations of the day. Is 
it a boon or» bane? = Its present suc 
cess seems to foreshadow that it has 
come to stay. Ought it to be permitt 
ed to stay ? That is one of the questions 
of the hour. Public opinion is strangely 
divided just now in regard toit. But 
the verdict rests with the common 
people, the great masses of consumers, 
‘ bargain-hunters ’ some of the militant 
newspapers call them, though the great 
majority of them are, no doubt, the 
people with small incomes and large 
families, who find it necessary to econo- 
mize as closely as possible, and who 
strive todo sv by simply acting on 
that which has so long been considered 
the merchant’s and widdleman’s golden 
rule—‘ Buy in the cheapest and sell in 
the dearest market.’ 

“ The question has two aspects: the 
economical and the u.oral. From the 
economical or commercial point cf view 
the department store is being vehement 
ly denounced ae a fraud and a humbug. 
That it must be inherently dishonest is 
demonstrated in a priori style. It has 
only to be assumed that the average 
merchandise in which itdeals cannot be 
profitably sold at a cheaper rate than 
that fixed by the law of competition 
under the old system and charged by 
the regular dealers. The advertising 
of goods below this fixed price means 
selling below cost ; hence cheatery of 
some kind or speedy ruin. Either the 
goods are of inferior quality, or they 
are manufactured and sold on the 
sweating system, the necessities of the 
workmen and women being taken ad 
vantage of, and they are compelled to 
work at starvation wages. Generally 
both vices are said to be combined. 
The purchaser is ir. the first place him 
self cheated in his purchases. While 
thus injuring himself, he at the same 
time, through his mean and dishonest 
desire to get something from anether 
at less than its value, becomes partaker 
in the cruel and sinful injuetice of 
wronging the workers and extorting 
their labor withcut fairly paying for it. 
For it is undeniable, and the point de- 
mands very serious consideration, that 
if the proprietor of one of these stores 
is robbing both his employees aod his 
customers, those who patronize his 
establishment must te sharers in the 
guilt. The receiver of stolen or 
counterfeit goods is rightly held to 
share in the guilt of the counterfeit or 
the thief. On this ground, articles 
written in condemnation of the depart- 
mantal stores and guinetimes headed by 
the wiore zealous opponents of the busi 
ness establishments in Question, ‘ Thou 
shalt not steal,’ and goes gn to show 
that everyone who patroniz-s these 
stores vislates the highest morgl law. 
“ This is ove side of the controversy. 
What of the other? Says the con- 
scientious patron of the depart wental 
store in etiect : rests 
wholly on the sssumption that the 
proprietor of the store in question can 
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may warrant him io selling them 
materially below the current rate, 
without either cheating his customers 
with inferior goods, or grinding the 
facea of his employees. If this as- 
sumption can be shown to be incorrect 
or unprovable, the wholes argument 
based upon it talls to the ground. If 
it be true, as the proprietor of the 
department store will maintain, that 
by purchasing direct from the manu- 
facturer, for cash, in immense quanti 
ties, thus savirg the costs and profits 
of middlemen ; by saving large sums 
in rent and taxes, and in the cost of 
selling and distributing, through having 
but one set of machinery instead of 
several ; by selling for caeh only in so 
very large amounts that he can grow 
rich on very narrow profits, and by 
other economies, then the departmental 
store simply takes the rank with other 
labor saving inventions, which have 
wrought so radical, in the opinions of 
most, beneficent changes in all great 
modern industries. 

« The controversy is a large one. We 
have touched but one or two phases of 
it, hoping to suggest thereby a line of 
investigation which may lead the con 
scientious Christian who earnestly de 
sires to do the right, and who is, at the 
same time, under obligation to live as 
economically as possible within the 
limits of fair and honest dealing, to a 
conclusion as to whether, by patroniz- 
ing one of these obnoxious stores, he or 
she becomes a partaker with cheats, 
thieves,and oppressors of their fellows.” 


The Nor’ West Farmer - 


The Moose Jaw Times of Oct J5th says : 
“* Active operations were suapended ot tie 
creamery last week. About 24,000 Ibs of 
butter have been manufactured this summer, 
the balance on hand of which is now await- 
ing the special refrigerator car to take it to 
Montreal. Prices are ruling high this fall, 
and it. is hoped that a net return of 16 or 17 
cents a Ib wil) be earned for the yeas A 
good deal of butter has been isposed of 
locally at 25 cents, $200 worth having been 
sold during the past week.” 


The above clipping has evidently 
been wrongly credited, as it never ap- 
peared in these columns and does not 
apply to the Moose Jaw creamery. For 
the information of The Nor’. West 
Farmer we wight say that the Moose 
Jaw creamery commenced on May 12th 
and closed down on October 30th—the 
first to open and the last to close in 
the Territories. During that time the 
output amounted to 49,265 pounds, 
being about 25,00 pouuds short of last 
year, owing tothe hard winter and 
late spring ; coupled with the abundant 
harvest in the district which induced 
some to withdraw considerable patron- 
age from the creamery.

MR. SIFTON AT THE COAST. 


His Beply te an Address Present- 
ed by the Victeria Beard 
of Trade. 


Hon. Clifford Sifton has returned 
from his trip to the Yukon and while 
at Victoria last week was presented 
with eu address by the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade. The memorial deait 
with many subjects. A paragraph 
was devoted to the Stickeen route as 
follows: 

The value of an all Canadian route 
to the Klondyke gold fields is beyond 
all doubt, and it ie believed that the 
ost practical one is via the Stickeen 
river and Teslin lake. There will be 
no difficulty in getting to Glenora and 
‘Telegraph creek by steamers during 
the summer months, but over the 
portage Letween the river and Teshin 


inke a light railway is required. We 
would be eneouraged by your assurance 
that any reasonable assistance asked 
fur in its construction will meet with 
your support. With such s railway, 
aud the steamer connections which 
would be provided on Teslin luke and 
rivers to the Kicndyke, the principal 
passenger and light freight service 
would doubtless be eecured. We 
would also ask the Dominion Govern- 
ment to consider the establishment of 
mail posts along this route. 

The Yukon mining regulations were 
noticed as follows : 

With regard to the royalties which 
ure to be levied on the gold output of 
the Yukon, this board aseumes that it 
is only a temporery expeditient. It is 
hoped that the Dominion Government 
will soon repeal that measure and also 
the retention for sale of every alternate 
claim, substituting therefor the regula 
tion that only British subjects be allow- 
ed to become owners of claims. 

The Minister replied to the para- 
graph regarding the Stickeen route as 
foliows : “It was in order to become 
acquainted with the facts a sto the best 
means of getting transportation into 
the country that he made his present 
visit. There were three routes to the 
Yukon available—one by means of the 
Yukon river ; the second by the passes 
at the head of Lynn canel; and the 
third by the Stickeen river and Teslin 
lake. Before he had started from 
Ottaza he had sent a surveyor over 
the Chilkoot Pass and Dalton Truil, 
and a preliminary report had been re 
ceived. He would also have complete 
reports on the Chilhoot and White 
Pass trails. Mr. W. T. Jennings, a 
very able surveyor, and others had 
been examining the Stickeen River 
district and Telegraph creek trail, and 
when thet gentleman got back to 
Toronto and received the reports of his 
assistants, he wou'd have accurate in 
formation of the river, the cost of 
building a ratlway, and other necessary 
data. Teste were also being made of 
the navigability of the Hootalinqas 
river. He was notin s position to 
say now what route would be selected 
or how much money the Dominion 
Government would give in aid of it, 
but he was to say that he 
shared with his colleagues the deter 
mination to open a Canadian route to 
the Yukon (applause): not from any 
prejudice to the country represented 
by Mr. Smith (the United States), but 
from his duty as a member of the Can- 
adian Government. ( Applause.) As 
representing the West in the Cabinet 
—and he hoped British Columbia 
would soon have one of their own resi- 
dents there (applauee)—he would give 
his etrongeat support to the opening of 
any reasonable means of communication 
to the Yuken country at the earliest 
possible date. (Appleuse) He could 
say, after taking his short trip north 
and experiencing a taste of the hard- 
ships to be encountered, that it was 
quite useless to expect mining to he 
carried on in the Yokon without better 
means of communication. If in the 
spring another attempt were made to 
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was not able to say that thee is any | 
immediate prospect of that royalty 
being abrogated. Instead of alternate 
claiais, practical experience shows that 
the miners cannot work satisfactorily 
unless their claims are contigious, and 
it might be better, instead of reserving 
alternate claims to reserve blocks. He 
had the advantage of having with him 
on his trip as an adviser Mr. William 
Ogilvie, who knew more sbout the 
Yukon than any other man in Canada, 
and koowing his probity of character 
and disinterestness, it could be said 
that there was no wan more capable of 
giving reliable advice on any subject 
connected with the Yukon. (Applause.) 

After the Minister had made hie re- 
ply, several members of the board dis 
cussed further some of the subjects 
touched on, 

Mr. Sifton in replying to the remarks 
of the several speakers said that he 
was not set in his opinion about the 
royalty, but wished to do what was 
best for all concerned. It would re 
quire a large amount of money to open 
up the country, aud no doubt after the 
placer mines were worked out there 
would be the permanent industry of 
quartz wining, but the people of the 
enst had to put up a good deal of 
money for such enterpreses as the 
Crow's Nest railway, and they must be 
made to feel that they are getting some 
return for their money. 

Ri ferring to other matters touched 
on in the address, the Minister said 
that customs posts would be established 
on all trails leading through United 
States territory into the Yukon. The 
allowance of 100 pounds of miners’ 
supplies duty free would cease on Jan. 
lst, 1898. He was considering the 
proposition to require Yukon proe- 
pectors to take ont miners’ licenses. 
An escort for gold being taken out of 
the Yukon would be provided, and 
negotiations were in progress to heve 
one of the strongest Canadian banks 
establish a branch in the Yukon to 
buy gold at a fair price.

Mr. Knapp has yet to convince 
practical seamen and marine engineers 
how he will obtain power to run 
against a gale, how he will settle the 
question of anchoring in rough weather, 
and enter and leave a port, and how 
he will stow and discharge his cargo. 
He has shown that in a calin his boat 
will roll ; he hes yet to show that it

NEGROES IN AFRICA. 


As toa Remark of the Liberian Minister to 
England. 


It is the opinion of the black Envoy 
who represents the Government of the 
African republic of Liberia at the court 
of London that the “negro must give up 
his dream of any such thing as a negro 
empire in Africa.” It was in a melan- 
choly strain that Minister Blyden spoke 
these words, which will doubtless be 
regarded as justifiable. Yet it must 
seem strange that never, in al! time, 
has any masterful negro, any negro Na- 
poleon or Charlemagne, made his ap- 
pearance in Africa, brought under his 
sway the detached tribes, some of which 
are very sensible, and built up a strong 
negro empire. Many a time certainly 


Within the past two or three thousand 
years has there been a chance for such 
a leader. Had there ever been any neg- 
ro in Africa possessed of the conquering 
genius, had there been such a one even 
as recently as half a century ago, he 
might have made himself the ruler of 
a large part. if not of the greater part, 
of the vast and populous African con- 
tinent, set up an orderly government, 
and left it to his successors. 

A while ago, a good while, a negro 
Napoleon might, perhaps, have done 
something of this kind; but it is now 
too late to make this attempt. Europe 
has seized the territory of Africa, and 
no negro however great, could now ar- 
ray Africa against Europe. The flags 
of England and France and Germany 
and Be!gium and Portugal! float over a 
great part of the dark continent. 

The ruling race in the Mediterranean 
States of Africa are not negroes, nor 
are they Egyptians, nor are they Abys- 
sinians. The victorious Menelek is of an- 
other race of mankind. Men ordinarily 
described as of the Arab race are pow- 
erful in extensive regions of Africa and 
have Jong been traders in negro slaves 
there. 

Nearly all the races of mankind have 
produced comprehensive conquerors in 
the course of the ages. How happens 
it that the bellicose negro in Africa 
has never done anything in this line? 
The negro has usually proved his pluck 
when tried in battle. The black chief 
Chaka was once called the ‘* Napoleon 
of South Africa,” but he never justified 
the title. All other negro chiefs and 
kings, when confronted by Europeans, 
have fallen before them. Yet the negro 
population of the African continent is 
estimated at over one hundred millions. 

As to the introduction of civilization 
among the negro population of Africa, 
it is to be said that the results of it 
will be hetter known a hundred years 
hence than they can be within the pre- 
sent generation.

PERUGTIA’S STRANGE RUGS. 


Murh imterest has been awakened all 
over Italy by the revival at Perugia 
of the industry of weaving. Mrs. Gal- 
lenga, an English journalist, says that 
the revival is due to Countess Simon- 
etta del Mayno, wife of Gen. Del May- 
no, lately commander of the military 
division of Umbria, and to the Italian 
artist. Count Lemmo Rossi-Scotti of 
Perugia. 

About the sixteenth century weavers 
in Perugia began to imitate Oriental 
rugs, and especially those from India, 
which were decorated with a design 1n 
waving lines, called to this day in Italy 
fiamona. They had so much success 
that they carried the art to a greater 
point of beauty than the originators. 
Many years ago the industry was al 
andoned. Many of the old rugs are 
still treasured in the historic Palazzo 
d’Este at Ferrara, in the Vatican, and 
in the churches and palaces of Perugia. 

In this poetic region there is, of 
course, a tradition attached to the re- 
vived industry. The old women of 
Umbria say that once upon a time an 
old man appeared at the door of the 
convent of the Derelitte, in Perugia. 
He was ragged and half starved, and 
looked more like a wizard than an ordi- 
nary human being. He carried with 
him a queer-looking primitive loom, on 
which he had woven «a rough texiure in 
a@ zig-rag, serpentine design. ‘ Most of 
the nums and their pupils laughed at 
the contorted pattern, but one sister 
declared that the pattern showed ar- 
tistic taste. She asked that the old 
man be sheltered at her convent, and 
then begged him to give her the loom. 
She spent hours alone with it in her 
cell, until finally one day she displayed 
a beautiful carpet of strange, flaming 
pattern, colored with nuamberless bright 
tints, so beautifully — harmoniously 
blended with softer shades as to bring 
an expression of delight from every- 
body. The reputation of the rough 
Weaving loom was made. The old man 
was lodged and pensioned in the con- 
vent, and a weaving school was insti- 
tuted among the pupils. Soon all the 
churches of Umbma had carpets of the 
strange flaming pattern over the 
altar steps. 

If things could have gone on as they 
started the story would have ended 
here with “and they all lived happy 
ever after,” but they didn’t. In the 
year 1260 the Italian army invaded 
Perug.a and destroyed the convent of 
the Derelitte. ‘The nuns were scatter- 
ed, the pupils returned to their homes, 
and the loom, broken and despised, was 
Lossed away with the useless th ngs the 
soldiers did not want. 

_Countess Del Mayno and Count Ros- 
st-Scotti heard this legend from the 
old wives of Umbria, and they had the 
ald loom brought out from its hiding 
place. From the original they had 
new machines made, and with the help 
of Signora Cozianelli, a very old Peru- 
gian woman, who in her youth had 
worked at these looms, after many at- 
tempts and many failures, at last they 
succeeded in getting them to turn out 
perfect patterns. Signora Cozian- 
elli is at the head of the small weaving 
school which the Count and Countess 
have established in the Palozzo Marini. 
an so once more the teautiful carpets, 
with the strange flaming pattern, g!ow 
beneath the faces of the young weav- 
ers, intent on their work. Only wo 
mnen are employed at the jcoms.

The box contains two gloss 
phials—one for diphtheritic germs ind 
the other for those of typhoid Phe 
first has a metal rod with a cotton 
woo. brush fitted into the plug, anc 
the second two slender glass tubes wit! 
a bulb in each. 

When the medical practitioner cones 
across a case of supsected diphtheris ; 
he collects some of the putient’s sal- $ 
iva by means of the rod brush and : 
forwards it to the bacteriological «»- 
partment of the vestry, where it is 
planted in a plot of prepared vase. 
line or glycerine so as to force ti. 
germs to bud and thus prove the ch.r- 
acter of the complaint. 

When typhoid fever is suspected it 
is prescribed that the patient’s finger 
shall receive « Turkish bath all 
itself, so as to insure surgical clean!i- 
ness, and that the skin be pricked to 
allow of a drov or two of bleot beng 
drawn into the thin glass tubes by 
capillary attraction. The vestry guar- 
antees to advise within twenty-four 
hours, excepting on Sundays and 
holidays, the exact nature of the di: 
ease.
